One of the first requisites in re­ 
moving stains, says the bulletin, is 
to know the kind of fabric which is 
spotted and, if possible, the nature 
of the stain. 
Some stain removers 
which have given admirable results 
on cotton or linen may, if applied to 
woolen or silk, remove a piece of the 
fabric as well a s the stain. 
Likewise, stain removers which are 
entirely satisfactory for cleaning silk 
or woolen materials cannot always be 
used for removing stains from vege 
table fabrics, sin h as cotton or linen. 
Similarly, treatm ent which will re ­ 
move some stains immediately 
will 
cause those of a different nature to 
take firmer hold on the fabric. 
Start Early 
The second cardinal principle in 
spot removal is to work while the 
stain Sis fresh. 
Cold 
or 
lukewarm 
water is usually the housewife’s best 
bet for a first step, the bulletin indi­ 
cates, if the nature of the stain is 
rot known and if the fabric is not 
injured by water. 
Hot water should not ne used until 
it is determined that the staining ma­ 
terial is such that it will not be "set” 
by heat.
